REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON SUNDAY SCHOOLS. 

Your committee cannot in justice to themselves, to the Conference, 
to the church, to the cause of Christ and to the children of the church, 
pass lightly and hurriedly over so vital a cause as that of Sunday 
Schools, without, at least, a partial analysis of its present condition 
within the boiinds of the Holston Conference. With a view to effect 
’ the proposed analysis we have taken the trouble to get as nearly as 
possible the statistics of the Sunday Schools, by districts, and also the 
number of the adult membership of the church, within our bounds, 
and compare the relative members. By this process, we have approxi- 
mated the per centum of scholars in our schools as compared with the 
! number of adults in society. 

i We proceed to the statement of the figures and the results at which 
j we have arrived, remarking that where there was a small fraction either 
plus or minus a whole number we have used the whole number.

In order to a more complete analysis, we state that the aggregate j 
number of adult members is 34,953, and the aggregate numbers of 
Sunday school scholars is 19,036. This gives us an average of fifty-four 
per cent and a small fraction. 

The difference between the number of members and scholars is 
15,917. 

Your committee, in making these estimates, have supposed that there ; 
is a child of proper age and condition to attend Sunday School, for j 
every adult member in the Church. If this very reasonable supposi- 
tion be correct, then there are fifteen thousand, nine hundred and sev- 
enteen children of the Church not accounted for in the reports of this 
conference. This fact suggests to the committee at least a very grave 
— we may say momentous — question where are these dear lambs of the 
church? Surely we cannot trust them upon the commons, nor com- j 
mit them to the shepherds of other flocks. The matured members and 
lambs of the same flock should be under the care of the same shep- | 
herds, should go to the same pastures, should have the same spiritual 
food, and under the eye of the shepherd, lie down together under the 
shade of the same spiritual tree. 

While discussing this subject your committee have been deeply af- 
fected by the injunction of the Master: “Feed my lambs.” To do this, 
and to do it effectively, we must bring them into the Sunday School 
fold, where we can alone have them under our own eye, see that they 
get no fatal poison, and when the storm comes cany them in our 
bosoms and thus save them to the church and to Christ. 
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The committee have not given to the question of Sunday School 
Libraries and the circulation of our excellent Sunday School literature 
the consideration which its importance deserves. We are satisfied, 
however, that no commendation of ours can add aught to the high es- 
timate placed by the Conference upon the literature and music issued 
from our publishing house. They have become a desideratum in our 
Sunday Schools, and also a power for salvation. It is cause of devout 
gratitude, that so many conversions have occured during the year in 
our Sunday Schools, and it should be cause of the profoundest regret 
that fifteen thousand and over of our children have been left outside 
of these blessed influences. Your committee cherish the hope, and a 
dear hope it is, that this state of things will no longer be allowed to 
exist in our Conference. That a better condition of our Sunday School 
affairs, that higher and holier ground may be reached by the church, 
in this noble Sunday School work, we believe on evidence derived 
from the statistical reports. We name but two charges in support of 
this belief. The Bristol circuit reports a membership of six hundred 
and fifty-eight, and seven hundred and thirty -five Sunday scholars. 
The Waynesville circuit reports eight hundred members and eight 
hundred Sunday School scholars. We mention these two charges as 
furnishing an example of what the Southern Methodist Episcopal 
Church within the bounds of the Holston conference ought at least to 
aim at and attain to. In the midst of the complicated and increasing 
dangers around us, your committee believe that we cannot afford to un- 
dertake less. 

And now with a devout hope that the facts and figures, and sugges- 
tions presented by the committee may awaken prayerful enquiry and 
result in much good, this report is respectfully submitted, and the 
following resolution: 

Resolved , By the Holston Annual Conference, that we will, in ac- 
cordance with prudence and as far as practi cable, labor to bring up our 
Sunday School statistics to the average of one Sunday scholar for 
every adult member in the church.

REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON ASHEVILLE FEMALE COLLEGE. 

The special committee appointed to consider the question of re- 
claiming the Asheville Female College to the church, beg leave to re- 
port as follows: 

We have carefully considered the report of the special committee 
appointed at the last session of our Conference, which was refered to 
us, have elicited all the information we could obtain on the subject 
and have agreed to recommend, on the part of the Conference, the 
adoption of the following measures: 

1. A resolve to reclaim, if possible, the property to the Church. 

2. The appointment of a mass meeting of ministers, delegates, vis- 
itors and citizens, to be held during the present session, and addresses, 
with a view to raising two thousand, three hundred dollars, more or 
less, in cash or its equivalent, with which to liquidate a cash claim 
against the joint stock company owning the property — thus securing 
that amount of stock in the Institution, and removing one of the prin- 
cipal difficulties in the way of reclaiming the College to the Church, as 
also for the purpose of raising as large a subscription as possible for 
the purchase of stock. 
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3. The appointment of an agent to operate during this session in se- 
curing from stockholders donations of stock. 

4. The appointment of an efficient agent for the year, to be paid by 
a per cent, to raise means with which to secure the entire stock, in the 
form of promisory notes to be made payable when $10,000 shall have 
been secured, and when a charter shall have been obtained according to 
the laws of North Carolina, in which there shall be a provision forever 
precluding the Trustees of the Institution, who may be appointed, 
from pledging any part of the property of the College, or rendering it 
in any wise liable for debts that may be incurred in the conduct of the 
Institution, for salaries, improvements on or additions to the property, 
or otherwise. 

All of which is respectfully submitted.

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REPORT ON BOOKS AND PERIODICALS. 

Your committee on Books and Periodicals would respectftilly re- 
port: 

That they have examined the communication from the Book Agent, 
Dr. Bedford, referred to them, and find the exhibit exceedingly en- 
couraging. Too mucli cannot be said in commendation of an agency, 
which has been so managed, as to increase constantly the working 
capital of our Publishing House. This will appear the more remark- 
able when we consider the financial condition of the country in which 
the agent had to operate. Confined exclusively to the impoverished 
South, he has within the last eight years, increased the assets of the 
Publishing House from $87,165.70, to $314,037.11; or a net gain of 
$226,871.41. The agent very properly attributes much of his success 
to the active co-operation of the ministers and friends of the church; 
and we are glad to know that Holston Conference has done well in this 
matter. 

But the chief object of the Publishing House is not to make money, 
but to circulate religious literature, especially Methodist literature. 
We have in our itinerancy, the most effective sub-agency in the world, 
and our ecclesiastical economy makes it the special duty of every trav- 
eling preacher to circulate our books and periodicals. Your committee 
would urge upon the members of this Conference, increased diligence 
in this department of their work. 

We would especially advise that an effort be made to increase the 
circulation of the Christian Advocate within our bounds. It is our 
church paper, and is designed to furnish general church intelligence, 
and on tills account ought to be in every Methodist family in the land. 

We would also commend to the patronage of our ministers and peo- 
ple, the Southern Quarterly Review. 

The Holston Methodist , not only serves a valuable purpose as a 
Conference organ, but we believe is doing much good among our peo- 
ple. We approve its editorial management thus far, and would urge 
upon the members of Conference, and its friends generally, the im- 
portance of increasing its circulation within our territory. 

In this connection your committee would mention favorably the 
Religious Herald, published by Rev. William Hicks of this Conference. 
As the editor proposes now to make the Herald an organ of Methodism, 
we would recommend it to our people, and hope they will support it 
liberally. 

Our Missionary, a monthly periodical devoted to the cause of Mis- 
sions, published at Nashville by our Missionary Secretaries, demands 
our unqualified approval and support. It occupies a department of re- 
ligious literature hitherto too much neglected by our church. The 
low price at which it is published brings it within the reach of every 
member of the Southern Methodist Church. 

Your committee would recommend the adoption of the following 
resolutions: 

1. Resolved, That we commend to the confidence and liberal pat- 
ronage of our preachers and people, the Southern Methodist Publish- 
ing House at Nashville, and its publications. 

2. Resolved, That we will endeavor to increase the circulation of the 
Christian Advocate, Holston Methodist and Religious Herald, within 
our bounds during the coming year.

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REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON EDUCATION. 

The C 9 mmittee on Education beg leave to present the following re- 
port: 

Short communications from the different Institutions under your care 
have been laid before the committee. We rejoice to hear of the con- 
tinued prosperity of each, in imparting instruction and in moulding 
the religious character of our youth. 

From the information before us, we learn the following facts con- 
cerning Emory and Henry College: Since the year 1837 this Institu- 
tion has been successfully operated in the interest of the church. Her 
Alumni are found in the Baltimore, the Virginia, the Tennessee, the 
Georgia, the Alabama, the Mississippi, the Texas, the Missouri, the 
Denver, and the Pacific conferences, besides quite a number in the 
Holston. These are her epistles, known and read of all men. 

During the past year there were one hundred and sixty-three 
students in attendance; fifty-six of these were from the territory of the 
Holston Conference; thirty-two of these were from Washington county, 
in which the College is located. There were twenty-four graduates 
last June, which is the largest class ever sent out from the College. 
Fifteen young ministers and eight ministers’ sons, received instruction 
here last year. A fine revival of religion last spring resulted in fifty 
conversions and an accession of the same number to the church. This 
was followed up during the session by a daily prayer-meeting among 
the young men, which contributed much to their steadfastness in the 
faith and a growth in grace. The present session opened with one 
hundred and sixty students, which is the largest beginning since the 
war. While we are gratified at this exhibit, we are reminded of the 
fact that the patronage of the College is not what it should be. As 
preachers we should be more active as agents for Emory and Henry 
College, especially when we remember that during the past year nearly 
one thousand dollars in tuition was given to young ministers and the 
sons of ministers. There are ample accomodations for at least one 
hundred more students there. As a College of the very highest grade 
it stands second to none in the land. Then let its rooms be filled. Let 
the preachers of the Holston Conference become co-workers with the 
faculty to this end, and the cause of Christian education will be greatly 
advanced, that our sons may be as plants grown up in their youth, and 
that the church may have cultivated and able young men to receive 
the descending mantles of their fathers. The late meeting of the 
joint board recommended that the visitors appointed by the con- 
ference hold this position for four years. In accordance with that re- 
commendation, we nominate the following board of visitors for the 
next four years, and recommend that the Conference require that a 
written report from this board be laid on the Secretary’s table, on the 
first morning of each annual session of your body. The following are 
the nominations: Rev. J. M. McTeer, Rev. J. W. Dickey, Rev. G. W. 
Miles, Rev. B. W. S. Bishop, Rev. G. Stewart, Rev. R. N. Price, Rev. 
E. W. Moore, Rev. Frank Richardson, Wm. B. Aston, Esq., James D. 
Johnston, Esq., Hon. John A. Kelly, Hon. James P. Kelly, Peter 
Gallagher, Esq. 

MARTHA WASHINGTON COLLEGE. 

Martha Washington is the only Female College now belonging to the 
Holston Conference. Major R. W. Jones has just entered upon 
the fourth year of his presidency. He has been successful in the pafct, 
he is hopeful for the future. The past year has been more prosperous 
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than the preceeding. The faculty have been attentive to duty, and un- 
tiring in their energy. The pupils have been studious, and have man- 
ifested a laudable ambition to excel. The gratifying results of these 
notable facts, are, success on the part of pupils and consciousness in 
the minds of the Board of Instruction, that their labors have not been 
in vain. 

The reputation of the College is constantly increasing. Frequent 
applications to the Piesident, for his graduates, for chairs in different 
departments di instruction in the Female Colleges of the South and 
West, bear witness to this fact. The high salaries offered to graduates 
of Martha Washington is further proof of the same truth. Since our 
last annual meeting the Rev. Herbert P. Myers of the South Georgia 
Conference has been elected Professor of Mathematics and Natural 
Science. A Master of Arts of the Georgia University, enthusiastically 
fond of teaching, possessing tact and aptitude, and bringing with him 
the prestige of success, the election of Prof. Myers augurs much good 
to the Institution. The present session opened with a larger number 
of pupils than has been present at the opening for several years. What 
more is necessary to complete the permanent success of Martha Wash- 
ington as a College of the very highest grade, for the education of the 
daughters of the church for generations to come? To your committee it 
appears that a concentrated effort on the part of the ministry and laity 
of the church in the Holston Conference will accomplish this most de- 
sirable end. Will such effort be made? Will not every preacher re- 
gard it as his imperative duty to labor to increase the patronage of 
this Institution? Will not the laity manifest their devotion to the Insti- 
tutions of the church by untiring energy in behalf of this noble Col- 
lege; or will they disregard its claims, treat them lightly, and by this 
course leave it as a melancholy index of indifference to interests which 
other denominations sacredly regard? Let us not be content with al- 
lowing this noble Institution a passive recognition. Our positive sup- 
port and active influence are demanded. Bountiful sowing must pre- 
cede a bountiful harvest. Let not our many strong resolutions be the 
extravagant companions of feeble efforts.

HIWASSEE COLLEGE. 

This Institution, now under the direction of the Conference, was 
founded, amid the prayers of the church, in 1849; successfully opera- 
ted before the war, where many of the youth of the South, and es- 
pecially of East Tennessee, were educated. 

After various difficulties, the school sometimes in operation and 
sometimes not, since the war, and after a year of entire suspension, on 
the 4th of August, 1873, it was re-opened under the Presidency of our 
beloved Bro. J. H. Brunner, and the catalogue shows that 136 stu- 
dents were in attendance. Unfortunately the measles among the stu- 
dents hindered the having of commencement exercises. 

The object of this Institution, at the beginning, was to afford educa- 
tion to young men with limited means; and while we would not raise 
envious distinctions between Hiwassee and any other of our good 
schools, we would commend it, especially to young men thus sit- 
uated. 
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Bro. Brunner, we are happy to say, is working ardently, faithfully 
and efficiently, for the cause of Christian education, assisted by Pro- 
fessors Bowden, Hicks, Dawson and McCrosky. 

As Bro. Brunner has been so diligent, even spending a portion of 
his own individual means to promote the interests of the College, and 
as these are much needed yet, we ask our people, where they can, to 
contribute liberally for these purposes. We recommend Bro. Brun- 
ner and his assistants as safe and efficient educators, and we commend 
Hiwassee College to the patronage of our church ani^ people, and 
the public generally. 

We are happy to say the College is out of debt, and the Trustees are 
determined to keep it out.

Hiwassee College for the ensuing year: VV. J. Fowler, W. W. Bays, C. 
Long, W. W. Pyott, A. W. Boyd, L. L. H^ Carlock, Col. A. H. Keith,

A resolution from the Board of Trustees, of Asheville Female Col- 
lege, asking the re-appointment of Rev. J. S. Kennedy, D. D., to the 
Presidency of this Institution, has been laid before us. We recom- 
mend that the appointment be made. As the status of this College has 
been referred to a special committee we will forbear further remark in 
relation to it, except to say that although it is not the property of the 
church, it is owned mainly by members of our church, and has been 
conducted largely in its interest. We therefore recommend the Insti- 
tution to the attention and patronage of our people. 

A communication from Suilins College, asking the re-appointment 
of Rev. David Suilins, D. D., has been laid before the committee. We 
recommend the adoption of the following resolution: 

Resolved , That we receive with pleasure, the report of the Trustees 
of Suilins College, in regard to the good work that our beloved brother 
David Suilins is doing for the cause of Christian culture, and recom- 
mend his re-appointment to the Presidency of Suilins College. 

We are happy to say that the District High School system is gaining 
favor in the conference and schools of this kind have been established 
in the majority of the districts. They have been successful beyond 
the expectation of those who projected them. We have every reason 
to believe that properly conducted they may be made a great blessing 
to the church. It is necessary to the highest usefulness of these 
schools that they be conducted as high schools and as feeders to our 
Colleges proper. Thus conducted they should have the hearty sup- 
port and co-operation of our people. 

Our system of High Schools, original with ourselves, is beginning 
to attract attention and excite admiration in the church at large, and 
we have much reason to rejoice at the success which has crowned our 
efforts in this direction. We recommend the following appointments: 
Rev. Geo. A. Frazier, to the Abingdon District School; Rev. Robert 
H. Parker, to the Athens District Female Institute; and Rev. J. P. 
Dickey and Rev. R. J. Only, to the Pikeville District High School. All of 
which is respectfully submitted. B. W. S. Bishop, Chairman. 



MEMOIRS. 

Samuel B. Harwell. — -Of the early life of tliis most excellent man 
we have no record. He was admitted into the Tennessee Conference 
on trial in the year 1819, with David Adams, Thomas Maddin, and 
Robert — now Bishop— Paine. He was at that session of the Confer- 
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ence appointed to White Circuit, Nashville District. In 1820 he was 
in charge of the Wayne Circuit, Cumberland District. In 1821 he was 
ordained deacon, and appointed in charge of the Nashville Circuit. In 
1822 he traveled the Knox Circuit, and 1823 the Tennessee Valley Cir- 
cuit. The General Minutes show that in 1824 he remained a deacon, 
but no reference to his appointment. In 1825 his name appears on the 
roll of the Holston Conference, and is left without any appointment. 
In 1826 he returned to the local ranks. He was received back into the 
traveling Connection about the year 1846 — was appointed to the Mary- 
ville Circuit, where he traveled two years with great acceptability and 
usefulness. Soon after this time he was placed on the supernumerary 
list, and sustained this relation to the Conference at the time of his 
death, which occured on the 16tli day of August, 1874, at his home in 
Roane co., Tenn. S. B. Harwell was a man of vigorous mind, familiar 
with the doctrines of the Bible, and unwavering in his devotion to the 
Church. As a preacher he was far above mediocrity. During a long 
life he maintained a consistent Christian character. He lingered long 
on the shores of mortality, afflicted with dropsy, of which he died. 
He was patient in suffering, unwavering in his trust on the merits of 
Jesus Christ, and departed in the blissful hope of eternal life. 

Samuel Alexander was born Feb. 16, 1836, and died Feb. 35, 1874. 
He professed religion and joined the M. E. Church South, at Turkey- 
town Camp-ground, Carter co., Tenn., under the ministry of the Rev. 
J. Haskew, in 1853. In 1857 his father’s family removed to Missouri, 
and in the fall of 1860 he received a license to preach, and was received 
on trial into the Missouri Conference, in which he continued a labor- 
ious and efficient traveling preacher till the autumn of 1872, when he 
came to Marion, Va., to recuperate his failing health. At the session 
of the Holston Conference, meeting in Marion, Va., Oct., 1873, he was 
transferred to the Holston Conference, and appointed to the Saltville 
Circuit. His health \$is too feeble to enter upon his work till January, 
1874, when, from strong desire, though not yet restored, he ventured 
to Saltville, preaching morning and night. He literally fell at his post. 
Returning home on Monday, Jan. 26, he took his bed, strangely and 
seriously prostrated. His disease was softening of the brain. He was 
united in marriage to Miss Isabella C. Rooker, in Missouri, Sept. 29, 
1863. Widowhood is left to her, with three young children. In the 
Missouri Conference he filled the following appointments : Chillicothe 
Mission, i860 ; Bucklin Circuit, 1862, 1863, 1864 ; Gallatin Circuit, 1865; 
supernumerary by reason of feeble health in 1866, 1867, 1868 ; Millville, 
1869 ; and Salisbury, 1870. During these years he received into the 
Church about eight hundred souls. They were years of peril and trial 
in Missouri. Some lost their lives — others went to prison. Brother 
Alexander was arrested, and refused to take the test-oath, and finally 
was compelled to give security for his good behavior! But preach he 
must and would. As a preacher he was industrious and laborious, 
having above three-score written sermons. His voice was full and mu- 
sical, sometimes, in happy seasons, swelling to a trumpet-blast. As a 
Christian his piety was thorough and consistent, always possessing a 
cheerful and happy spirit, but never vain or trifling. The first con- 
viction on the mind of strangers, when he appeared in private or pub- 
lic, was that he aspired to be pure and holy above all else. Take him 
all in all. his brethren do not hesitate to pronounce his life one of holi- 
ness. His affliction was such that little communication could be had 
with him — his hearing and speech both being impaired. He suffered 
little if any pain. All his thoughts during seasons of mental wander- 
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ing had relation to the labors and triumphs of his former ministry. 
On one occasion, arousing from deep stupor, he requested all around 
him to unite in prayer, leading the prayer in appropriate language 
while utterly unconscious. In the early stages of his sickness he was 
in full ecstasy whenever siugiug and prayer were joined in. His zeal 
literally consumed him ! He felt individually employed by the Master 
— the work was great — the time was short — he must hasten out to im- 
prove the light as it lasted. He is gone — the sun went out at noon — 
but not beneath clouds. He rests in Heaven. 

Edward Farrell Lyon was born in Knoxville, Tenn., June 6, 1836, 
and dedicated to God by baptism in his infancy. Blessed with pious 
parents, from the first dawnings of reason he was carefully instructed 
in the truth that maketh wise unto salvation, and taught to revere the 
house of God and his ministry, with whom he was con tantly associat- 
ed in childhood and youth, his home being also the home of the Meth- 
odist preacher. Under these circumstances it is not strange that he 
grew up to mature manhood with a most profound regard for sacred 
things. Early in life he was impressed with the conviction that it was 
his duty to preach the gospel. Holding then and ever the most elevat- 
ed views of the dignity and responsibility attaching to this office, he 
shrank from it under a sincere sense of unworthiness. In the pulpit 
his manner wab always serious and impressive. Preparing his sermons 
with care, and delivering them with an unstudied grace and native 
eloquence, he never failed to gain the attention of his congregations. 
Possessed of a rich, musical voice, of great flexibility and compass, ex- 
pressing with rare truthfulness every emotion, when he pleaded with 
God in public prayer his fervent appeals awakened responsive echoes 
in every heart, and impressed every one with the conviction, “He is 
praying for me.” His voice is hushed now, and his work on earth 
finished. He died fighting for the Master, and although his blows may 
have fallen faint and fainter at the last, yet were they struck wi(h un- 
faltering trust in an omnipotent Lord. FarewelK brother, but not for- 
ever. We shall meet again where the storms of life are over, and rest 
from the weariness of earth under the shade of the beautiful trees by 
the river of life. 

E. Wavekly Marsh was borne in Rhea co., Tenn., Nov. 27, 1847; 
was soundly converted at Philip’s Chapel, in the same county, Jan., 
1865, while a student of the now sainted Brother T. K. Munsey, from 
whom he, with many other young men, received the impress of divine 
truth as few men on earth could impart it. He was married to a godly 
young lady in 1867, who only lived to bless him with her love five 
months, when she passed away to be an angel. He was licensed to 
preach at Winston’s Chapel, Kingston Circuit, Dec. 12, 1867 ; was en- 
gaged in teaching, which he continued for a few months, after which 
he spent the remainder of that Conference year with the Rev. D. H. 
Atkins on Tracy City and Spencer Mission with great acceptability. 
He joined the Holston Conference, at Abingdon, Va., Oct., 1869, and 
was appointed, and traveled, Tracy City and Spencer Mission. His 
second year he traveled Hamilton Circuit. His third and fourth years 
were spent on Spencer Mission and at Burritt College ; located at fen- 
cer, where, as in every field, he labored with great success. He was or- 
dained deacon at Morristown • by Bishop Pierce at the close of his 
second year; and, as his health gave way at the close of his fourth 
year, he was not with us at our last annual session, at Marion, Ya. 
During the latter part of last year, while laboring in a protracted revi- 
val on his work, cold settled on his lungs, when consumption began 
its fearful work, and rapidly wasted his manly strength. His suffer- 
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ings were intense, bnt never was displayed more fortitude under suffer- 
ing. By grace he conquered the last enemy, and gloriously triumphed 
over the grave. His sun set not behind a cloud, but on the 4th of 
March, 1874, it melted away into the brighter glory of heaven, as the 
morning star before the rising day. A short time befoi*e he “fell on 
sleep” he said to a young friend and classmate, “I have been lingering 
near the kingdom all day. ” 

Rev. Jacob Bbillhabt was born Sept. 16, 1808, in York co., Pa.; 
was married Sept. 18, 1830, to Louisa Meyers ; was converted Sept. , 
1834. In 1839 he removed to Richmond, Ky., and was licensed to 
preach at that place, and after serving the Church for several years as 
a local preacher, he joined the Kentucky Conference, at Flemingsburg, 
in 1848. He was sent the first year to Jackson Circuit, and in 1849 to 
Liberty Circuit. The Western Virginia Conference being organized in 
1850, he became a member of that Conference., and traveled in it about 
14 years, on the following circuits and districts : 'Coalsmouth, Braxton, 
Summerville and Leesburg Circuits, and Kanawha District. In 1865 he 
was transferred to the Holston Conference by Bishop Early, and ap- 
pointed to the Franklin District. In the autumn of 1865 he was ap- 
pointed to the Athens Circuit, where he traveled two years. In 1867 
he was appointed to the Jonesboro’ Circuit, where he traveled two 
years, after which, in 1870, having been stricken with paralysis, he was 
superannuated, which relation he sustained to the Conference until 
his death, Aug. 10, 1874. He calmy and meekly resigned to his afflic- 
tions, and died in great peace, saying to his companions, “I am ready 
— I am going home. ” 



REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON TEMPERAN CE. 

The Committee on Temperance report, that according to the esti- 
mates regarded reliable, the inebriating liquors consumed in the 
United States aggregate about 100,000,000 gallons per annum, and the 
apprehensions are, that should the pauperism produced by drunkenness 
augment in this country as it has done in years past there is nothing to 
stop the frightful results which have come upon England, where prop- 
erty is abandoned in some of the parishes because the poor tax exceeds 
the annual income. * * * 

A sentiment clearly taught in the Scriptures is, that intemperance is 
a sin, and under the Theocracy is was punished in thfe most summary 
manner. 

It was the duty of the parents of a rebellious son who was a drunk- 
ard to deuounce him to the elders of the city. And the Divine direc- 
tion was that “all the men of the city shall stone him with stones, that 
he die ; and so shalt thou put evil away from among you and all Israel 
shall hear .and fear. * * * God not only denounces drunkenness as 
a sin for which the drunkard is responsible, but it is classed in the 
Scriptures with the most heinous crimes that befoul the history of 
mankind. 

The warfare, made in the bounds of our Conference during the past 
year, against the unnecessary use of ardent spirits, has been earnest 
and resulted in great good. 

In former years, also, a great host of our population, including all 
ages, have been educated in the sentiment of total abstinence, but 
there remains yet much to be done. 

The reformation of the intemperate is an immense difficulty. To 
eradicate a vice like drunkenness is far more difficult than to cultivate 
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the virtue of temperance before bad habits are formed. The homely 
proverb, that “an ounce of prevention is worth a pound of cure,” ap- 
plies with full force to this subject. And as temperance can be most 
successfully promoted by prevention it is needful that domestic author- 
ity and ministerial and other Christian influences be assiduously direct- 
ed to the cultivation and establishment of the character of the young 
in the principles of total abstinence. 

The godly sentiment underlying the bold proposition of St. Paul to 
eat no more meat while the world should stand rather than cause liis 
brother to offend, should bo faithfully commended as a rule of life, 
worthy of all acceptation. And the drunkard maker should be faith- 
fully reminded that of him God says : “Woe unto him that giveth his 

neighbor drink, that puttest thy bottle to him and makest him drunk- 
en.” In regard to what is or what may be the constituted law of the 
Church upon the subject of temperance your Committee ventures a 
single suggestion : 'flue efficiency and success of the Church in the 
promulgation and establishment of the principles of temperance de- 
pend more upon au enlightened public sentiment and upon a wise and 
faithful administration of discipline, than upon the mere letter of the 
law, and that to decry and disparage the law, either as it is or as it may 
be, is not the best course to be pursued. 

Your Committee recommend the adoption of the following : 

Resolved , 1, That we will urge from the pulpit and through all our 
ministry the imperative importance of strict regard to the teaching of 
the Scriptures on this subject. 

Resolved, 2, That we especially call the attention of preachers in 
charge to the necessity of defending the purity and reputation of the 
Church by bringing to trial all members w r ho persistently offend against 
the sacred requirements of the law of God and the Church, which en- 
joins in the strictest terms, morality, harmlessness and “temperance in 
all things.”

CONSTITUTION OF HOLSTON CONFERENCE MISSIONARY 

BOARD. 

The Domestic Missions of the Holston Annual Conference shall here- 
after be conducted under the following provisions and regulations: 

Article 1. 'there shall be a Board of Missions which shall have 
charge of the Domestic Missions of the Holston Conference of the M. 
E. Church, South. 

Art. 2. Said Board shall consist of a President, Vice President, 
Secretary, Treasurer, and eleven Managers, to be elected annually and 
to continue in office until their successors are appointed. The Mana- 
gers shall be chosen as far as possible from the respective districts 
equally. 

Art. 3. The Board shall have authority to regulate its own pro- 
ceedings; to appropriate money for incidental expenses, and to defray 
the necessary expenses of the work under its care. It shall also pub- 
lish annually in the minutes of the Conference a statement of its trans- 
actions, naming the missions supported by it, and the amount appro- 
priated to each. 

Art. 4. The Board shall meet annually at the session of the Annual 
Conference, to determine what fields shall be occupied as missions; 
estimate the amouut neccessary to support the missions under its 
charge; make the appropriations for each; to divide the amount to 
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be raised for missions among the several Presiding Elders’ Districts, 
having reference in said division to the ability and disposition of the 
people to give. 

Art. 5. The Board shall require each missionary, supported in 
whole or in part out of its funds, to make a quarterly report to the 
Secretary, of his operations and of the state and prospects of the work 
in his charge. 

Akt. G The revenue of the Board shall be derived from special col- 
lections made in every congregation by the pastors, at District and 
Quarterly Conferences by Presiding Elders, from Sunday schools, and 
from special donations and legacies. 

Art. 7. The Secretary shall keep a permanent record of the pro- 
ceedings of the Board, of the reports of the Missionaries employed by 
the Board, conduct the correspondence of the Board, and publish in 
the church papers, from time to time, statements of the condition, 
needs and prospects of the missions of the Conference. He shall be al- 
lowed necessary expenses. 

Art. 8. The Treasurer shall receive and hold in safe deposit all the 
funds of the Board, which deposit shall be made by him as Treasurer, 
subject to his drafts as such, and to those of his successors in office. 
He shall pay all the moneys coming into his harn^s from time to time, 
as soon as possible, upon outstanding drafts, making a pro rata divis- 
ion, and publish in the minutes of the Conference an annual report of 
receipts and disbursements of missionary funds. 

Art. 9. Seven members shall constitute a quorum at an annual and 
six at a called meeting. 

Art. 10. The Presiding Elders and preachers in charge of circuits 
and stations shall bring the subject of Missions before the people and 
see that efficient plans be adopted for raising money for Missionary 
purposes, and forward all moneys collected to the Treasurer, with as 
little expense and delay as possible, and take his receipt for the same. 

Art. 11. All drafts made upon the Treasurer, for whatever purpose 
made, shall be signed by the President or Vice President and counter- 
signed by the Secretary, and shall not be transferable without the con- 
sent of the Board. 

Art. 12. The Treasurer shall in no case receive the receipt of a 
Presiding Elder or preacher in charge, in lieu of Missionary money 
collected. 

Art. 13. This Constitution may be altered or amended at any ses- 
sion of the Annual Conference.

PREACHERS’ MEMORIAL AID SOCIETY. 

The Committee appointed to consider the advisability of organizing 
a society for raising funds to place tombstones at the graves of minis- 
ters of this Conference who may fall in the itinerant work, respectfully 
recommend the adoption of the following: 

1. This Conference hereby forms an association to be known as the 
Preachers’ Memorial Aid Society.

4. Any member of the Conference, clerical or lay, may become a j 
member by the paymemt of a fee of fifty cents. 

5. Each member shall pay an annual fee of fifty cents. 

6. The officers of the Society shall constitute an Executive Board 
for the management of its business, and shall report all their proceed- 
ings to the annual meeting of the Society. 

7. Upon the death of any member of this society, this Executive 
Board shall cause to be erected where his mortal remains are placed, 
an appropriate Tablet, suitably inscribed or shall co-operate with the 
family of the deceased in doing this. 
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8. The funds of the society shall be sacredly held for this single 
purpose. 

The committee further recommend, that the society appoint some 
traveling preacher, an agent to raise means for marking the resting 
places of those preachers who fell in this Conference in the past, at the 
post of duty. 

That the funds raised by this agent shall be expended by the Execu- 
tive Board in prosecution of this object.
